and Endeavours to the Eccleii- 


aſtical Prince Elector and the 
Houſe of Lorraine in all thoſe 
turmoy les of that Country in the 


firſt Rupture of the Spaniſh and 
French War, This is the Chara- 


er ſhe gives of her Father, but 


J am ſufficiently aſſured of the 


contrary, and that this was but 
a Romance, and that ſhe had told 
this lye ſo often, that ſhe at laft 
believed it her ſelf to be true. 1 
have known many more of her 
' temper in this particular, eſpe- 
cially when they relate any thing 
that is honourable or glorious of 


_ themſelves, we have had in Eng- 
land pretended Princes in the 
time of King Henry the VII. A 


Perkin Warbeck, one who was of 


an Outlandith and mean Extracti- 
on, yet he gave out himſelf to be 
Heir of the Crown of England, as 
Son to Edward the fourth, and he 
did ſo well perſonate the Prince 
himſelf, and was ſo well backt on 

by others, that he without any 
ED difficulty

difficulty perſwaded ſeveral 
Kings and Princes of the truth 
of his aſſertion, and was had in. 
ſo particular an eſteem of the 


King of Scotland, that he not 


only treated him as the Prince he 
repreſented, but he alſo gave him 
à fair and virtuous Lady to Wife, 
who was very near a kin to him- 
ſelf ; and this Counterfeit ſo 
well behav'd himſelf in every 
thing, that he won the affect ions 
of many Engliſhmen to be of his 
ſide, and although he and his 
whole party were routed, and 
himſelf taken Priſoner , yet he 
could not be perſwaded in the 
leaſt to acknowledge himſelf to 
he other then the true Prince, and 
in that opinion or reſolution he 
died, being executed for that 
Treaſonable practice. Such was 
the humor of that man, and his 
example hath our German Lady 
imitated ; for as a German ſhe

8 The Counterfett Lad) 
vulgar who are inclined to multi- 
ply and magnifie every novelty, 
gave her out to be a Princeſs, and 
tor ſuch a one did ſhe pals in the 
common report of all: but 1 ſup- 
pule that humour is over, ald 
that now they doe or will be- 
lieve what I write, that ſhe was 
Daughter to a Muſitian at Can- 
terbury. And it is to be doubted 
that ſhe who denied her earthly 
Parents, and particularly ber fa- 
ther in her words, and in her a- 
ctions denied or practiced againſt 
the Laws of God her Heavenly 
Father, if he was not the more 
merciful to her, might have diſ- 
owned her and denyed her a 
place in his Heavenly King- 
dome. 

Having now given you the heſt 
and trueſt account of her birth 
and extraction, the place where, 
and the perſons who, I ſhould 
proceed to tell yon the time 
whe n; but in that I can give you 
leſs certainty then the other ;

10 The Counterftit Lady 
and thoſe that treated of Knight 
Errantry , ſhe was well read in 
Periſmos and Periſmenos, Don Belli 
anis Of Greece, and all thoſe other 
books that telated to love and 
Arms; ſhe proceeded to Amadis 
de Gaul, and reading of his fair 
Lady the Princeſs Otiaua, ſhe 
oftentimes fancied her ſelf to be 
ſome ſuch Princeſs, or ar leaſt- 


viſe a Lady of Honour that did 
belong to her; after this ſhe 


read Caſſandra, Cleopatra, and the 
reſt of thoſe Romances, and could 
and often did give a very pei fect 
account of their adventures;and 


from her frequent and often rea- 


ding, ſhe believing all ſhe read 
to be true, was much in love 
with the actions of thoſe great 
and renowned Heroes, and ſup- 
poſed her ſelf to be no leſs then 
a Heroing, or that in time ſhe 
ſhould be dignified with ſome 
Illuſtrious Title. But all theſe 
high imaginations and fancies of 

- ſelf proved to be only ſo, and

no reality. The meanneſs of her 
quality did not ſuit with her 


| ſpirit, and although ſhe intended 


for her ſelf no leſs a Fortune then 
a Knight, or ſome great man to 
be her Husband, yet ſhe failed in 
her expectation, and was glad to 
accept ofa Shoomaker; I ſuppoſe 
ſhe might have read the Story of 
the Gentle Craft, and was ſatisfi- 
ed with that aſſertion ſo often 
uſed here, that a Shoomakers Son 
is a Prince born, and that al- 
though ſhe her ſelf were not a 
Princeſs or Lady , yet that ſhe 
might be the Mother of Princes;

was diſcontented and was reſol- 
ved to ſeek her Fortune, and fal- 
ling acquainted with the Maſiers 
Mate of a Ship that was bound 
for Barbadocs, the purpocled to 
run away from her Husband, and 
go with him 3 but although ſhe 
wenton Board the Ship, yet her 
Husband underſtanding her in- 
tent, and finding that the b« ſt of 
his Moveables were gonc, te to 
recover them ſtopt ter, and by 
a Warrant took her out of the 
Ship, and carried her to Dover 
Caſtle. 5 

This breach between ber and 
her Husband was not ſo well 
made up, but that it was ſoon 
after broken, for ſhe ſtil] conti- 
nuing her reſolve of trying her 
fortune, ſlipt away from him, and 
ſhipt her ſelf for another voyage, 
but whether it was to Barbadoes, 
or what other place I cannct 
learn, neither is it much materi- 
al to the Story.

later At her return, although

in order to my orderly manage- 
ment of my Story, I muſt not on-

fection in the languages of thoſe

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knowledge ſhe had before, for ſhe 


was always wel pleaſed to converſe 
with ſtrangers, and to read books 


of thoſe Languages, and by 


theſe means ſhe gained the krow- 
ledge of thoſe Languages which 
the ſo much boaſted of, but I 
have heard her Husband Carle- 
ton and ſeveral others ſay that 
ſhe was not ſo well skilled in a- 
ny language except Engliſh, no 
not in her own pretended Native 
Language, High Dutch, as to hold 
any conſiderable diſcourſe, but 
would always wave and decline 
it, and as for Latin or Greek, ſhe 
knew no more of it then ack 
Adams the Town Fool. But were 
ſhe minded, ſhe could diſcourſe 
very well in Engliſh, her Tongue 
was well hung, and ſhe. knew it, 


and loved to hear her ſelf talk. 


But to proceed, ſhe after ſome 
rambles about the Countryes, fixt 
at Colen, When ſhe arrived there, 
ſhe being Miſtreſs of a conſidera- 
ble ſum of many, took up her 

: lodging 
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lo cgi g at a kouſe of cntertaln- 


ment tþ-cie, zrd lived in the 
gieateſt Epicrcor ſhe had ever 


dore, and :< it is Uſual] in Erg- 
land for Ladies ard Perſons of 
Quality to go In the Summer 
time to Epſcem Cr Tunbridge Wells, 
ſo it is as cuſtomary to go to the 
Spaw,a place well kr.own in thoſe 
farts; her deſigns. without all 
cueſtion were to advantage her 
ſelf, and ſhe intenCed to uſe her 
t eſt Artifices upon that occaſion. 
But Fortune was fo favourable 
to put ſuch an Adventure upon 
her. as the like bath ſeldom been 


heard of, and thus it was. As, 


ſhe was one evening walking in 
one of thoſe pleaſant walks that 
were adjoyning to thoſe Medici- 
nal Waters, ſhe was met and gc- 
coſted by a Gentleman, whom ſhe: 


thus deſcribed, he was an old 
Gentleman that had fajr De- 


meaſns about Leige or Luyet, not 
many miles diſtant ſrom Colen, a 


man of ſerious gravity and vene- 


table 
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fable aſpect for his Gray Hairs, 
but dishgured with ſome {cats his 
youthful luxury had given him 
which were repaired and ſupple- 
mented by: Art, but ſo that he 
plainty ſpoke his infirmity 
through the ruined arches of his 
voyce. This man whom the her 
ſelf hath thus deſcribed, accoſted 
her in the rude Military way, for

of Madam 
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Madam Maria. and ſometimes of 
Flway; ſhe could not tell what 
to imagine when he called her

No young Lawyer 
to draw in, trapan, and hector out 
of 1001. at once, and to conclude, 
Jamaica afforded her no ſeveral 
Lodgings to cheat of Tankards 
nor Ale-houſes, to make Beer-bowls 
and Beakers in; there being none 
of this fort of Trade to be dealt in 
at this Place, ſhe knew not *what 
to do, ſhe was out of her Element, 
like a Fiſh out of the Water. -In 


the time of this her Exile, we had 


a Letter from her, from Port Royal 
in Jamaica, to all her fellow tuf-

fore, if we have them in our Com- 
panies, who are born to be hanged, 
what need we fear to be drowned'3 
this was that Gentleman's frollick. 
Now if thoſe who failed with our 
German Princeſs , had but known 
of her Fate, they needed not have 
feared. drowning 3 whether they 
were in any danger on that *ac» 
count, I know not, but ſhe en- 
dangered her Neck by her return;

draw into ſome eonfiderable Ad- 


venture, and upon enquiry, they 


find that there is a young man a 
Shop- kceper, by Trade an 


tbecary, who was Rich and Co- 


vetous; him they think to be a 
ſubject fit for them to work upon; 
our Counterfeit Lady her felf 
keeps cloſe, but the old woman 
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is ſent of many an idle Errand to 
the Apothecaries Shop; ſhe wants 
Pomatum, Miuthridate, Diaſcordium, 
and ſeveral ſuch well known Me- 


dicines: he furniſhes her with 
them, and ſhe gets acquaintance 
with him, and watching her op- 
portunity z ſhe diſcourſes with 
him of ſeveral matters; among

her all is done, and then ſhe know- 
ing it was time for her to be gone, 
away went ſhe and her Maid, and 
were no more ſeen in thoſe quar- 
ters. And the Watchmaker _ 
| 18 
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his Landlady diſtruſting ſomewhat 
by her ſudden departure, after halt 
an hours ſtay, went home after her, 
but they came too late; all was 
done and gone, and he found out 
his loſs to be as conliderable as J 
have related it. The news of this 
loſs was ſoon ſpread abroad, neither 
was it long before it was well e- 
nough known that our German 
Princeſs was the principal Actreſs. 
She was known, but it was too late, 
and not to be met withal at preſent. 
This purchaſe was ſo conſiderable 
as one would think that ſhe might 
leave off; whether ſhe did or in- 
tended it, I know not, bnt it 
was not long after, before ſhe was 
taken. The Pitcher had not gone 
ſo often to the water but it was 
to come broken home at laſt, Search 
had been made for her in ſeveral 
places, but ſhe was far enough off out 
of the way: She left the eſt, 
though it had been lucky, yet it 
was at laſt fatal to her; and now 
ſhe ſetled Southward : She. crofſed 
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the River of Thames, and takes 
Lodgings in St. Georges: Fields in 


Southwark, where ſhe for ſome .. 


time was as ſafe as a thick in a Mill, 
but her appointed time was draw- 
ing nigh, her glaſs had but few 
more Sands to run. And I do not 


hear of any more Projects that 


ſhe ected; this of the Watch- 
maker was the laſt, eſpecially of 
any remark. As the world had 
been ſeveral years troubled with 
tl. is ſubtile Female Theit 3 ſo we 
al'o had men of the ſame good 
qualities: for one Mr. Freeman a 
Brewer in Southwark, was robbcd 
ol goods to the value of 200 pound, 
and one Lancaſter, a notorious 
Fellon was ſuſpected. Alderman 


Freeman being deſirous to meet 


with his goods again, or at leaſt 
with the Theif, employs one 
Fier Bailift of the hundred there 
to feek after him; he being pro- 
miſed good payment, makes dili- 
gent enquiry in all ſuſpected places; 
among other places, he comes to 

the 
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the houſe where our Counterfeit 


Lady was; he feces two or three 


fellows below ſtairs, who upon 
inquiry what Lodgers were in the 
houſe, ſneaked away, the Land- 
lady ſaid there was none, but 


Fiſher ſeeing theſe fellows gone, and 
hoping to find more above, he 


without any leave, or more queſti- 
oning, runs up two pair of ſtairs, 


where he finds our Counterfeit 
Lady walking in a night-gown, he 


knew her not, but being curious 
and ſuſpit ious of every thing, and 
ſeeing ſome Letters lye on the table, 
he had the Curioſity to caſt his eye 
upon one, which was directed to 


one Mr. Hyde; he takes it up, and 5 


our Lady ſeeing him, endeavours to 
get it from him; but he thereby 
growing more ſuſpiciqus, and 
knowing there was one of that 


name Priſoner in the Mirſbalſea, 


and hoping to get ſome light into 
his preſent buſineſs, as believing 
this Hyde might be concerned in 
the late Robbery; he therefore opens 
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the Letter and reads it, although 4 
it contained nothing of that con- 
cern, yet he thought good to let Mr. 
Lowman the Keeper of the Mar- 
ſpalſea know of it; and he being 
not far off upon the fame enquiry 3 
was preſently ſent for ? when he 
came he knew not his old acquain- 
tance, the German Princeſs ; for 
he was Turn-key of Newgate, when 
ſhe was Prifoner about her Mar- 
riage with Carleton, although he 
knew her then well enough; yet 
at the firſt fight he knew her not, 
but upon ſome little diſcourſe , he 
knew her, and told her, ſhe muſt 
go along with him: This was ill 
news to her, but he would be 
obeyed, though he had no War- 

| rant, nor as he ſaid, no thoughts of 

| > her at preſent; but he had heard 
of her late Practices, and believed 
f he ſhould do good ſervice to the 
Publick, in apprehending and ſe- 
curing of her. Therefore away 

ſhe is forced to go along with him, 

| and was lodged in the Marſhalſea. 
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The news of her apprehending was 
ſoon ſpread abroad, and a great 
reſort was daily made to her, fore 
out of Curioſity to ſee her, others 
who had been cheated by her, to 
ſee if they could get any fatisfacti- 
on; but ſhe was tco cunning to 
confeſs any thing that might turn 
to her dammage, and if any ſuch 
queſtion were asked, ſhe would 
tell them, that ſhe was not in hu- 
mour at preſent to talk of any ſuch 
matters, and would be ſure to deny 
knowledge of any perſon that fo 
charged her. But however, char- 
gd the was, and examined before 
a Juſtice , upon the Vaich- maber a 
account, onthe 17th. of December 
laſt; but ſhe continued a Priſoner 
in the Marſhalſea till the 16th, of 
January, when by Writ of Habeas 
Corpus, ſhe was removed to Newgate, 
to take her Trial at the 8 
Houſe in the Old Baily. During 
her Impriſonment at the Marſhal- 
ſca, the behaved her felt very 
triskly , and as if (he had been 


innocent 
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innocent and unconcerned, no 
thoughts of Death poſſeſſed her, 
and ſhe was in great hopes of her 
Life; for pretending to diſcover 
ſomewhat confiderable, ſhe went 
abroad with her Keeper, to the 
Judges; but I do not hear of any 
diſcovery ſhe made, the promiſed 
much., but performed nothing, 
only played with her Butincls 5 
had ſhe been true to Juſtice in her 
Diſcovery , it is poſſible that Ju- 
ſtice might have ſpared her, that 
never ſpared any body whom ſhe 
could Cheat; fo that now, ſhe 
cheated her ſelf of her Life, as ſhe 
had cheated others of their Goods 
for which Facts, ſhe was on the 
laid 16th of January, brought be- 
fare the Court at the Old Baily. 
The Judge asked her, it (he were 
the ſame wi min that commoniy 
went by the name of Mary Carleton, 
and was not. ong ſince tranſported; 
ſhe replied , I am the ſame Perſon. 
She was then asked the reafon of 
her ſo tudidcr and ſpeedy riturn ? 


Ne 
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ſhe replied, ſhe had ſomething to 
diſcover that troubled her Con- 
ſcience ſhe was defired to declare 
what it wae. To this ſhe anſwer- 
ed, It is not convenient to unveil 
my thoughts about this Concern 


in ſo publick a place, and there- 


fore I humbly defire further time 
till the next morning, which was 


granted her. 
The next day ſhe was again 


brought to her Triall, where ſhe 
was arraigned and indicted, for 
ſtealing a piece of Plate, from one 
in Chancery Lane, of which Fact 
ſhe was found guilty by the Jury. 
She had now but one Shift more, 
and that was an old Newgate Trick, 
to plead her Belly, that ſhe was 
with Child whereupon a Jury 
of Women was found out and 
{wora, who after an hours private 
debate, brought in this Verdict, 
That ſhe was not quiek with Child; 


and ihereupon Sentence of Death, 
according to Law, was paſſed upon 


her, and was preſently ſent back 
to 


ſon ſo rarely qualified and gifted, 
ſhould be guilty of ſuch poor beg- 
garly (hitting tricks, as ſtealing any 
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to Newgate, to prepare her ſelf 


for the other World. And now 
after this Sentence ſhe was quite 
altered, ſhe was of another Note, 
ſhe had not been ſo frollick and 
merry before, but now ſhe was as 
melancholy and ſad. She had the 
day before anſwered all Queſtions 
in a drolling merry way , and now 
ſhe can ſay nothing for ſighing: 
when ſhe was the day before at the 
Seſſions Houſe , ſome Gentlewomen 
diſcourſed with her, and one told 
her, that ſhe wondred, that a per- 


thing that came to her hand; ſhe 
readiiy replied, Ladies your failings 
conſiſt in Falling, and mine in Filch- 
ing; yet if you will be fo charitable 
to forgive me, I will freely forgive 
you. On Thurſday night alter 


ſhe was in her Lodging in Newgate, 


ſcveral perſons viſited her there; 
one told her that ſhe muſt think 
of Death, Yes, faid ſhe, that is no 
| hard 
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hard matter, I am very well ſa- 
tisſied in my Condition; you have 
good Friends ſaid he, yes, (aid ſhe, 
one good Friend here, laying her 
Hand on her Belly, and meaning a 
Child there; but ſaid one, you have 
not ſeen your Husband a great 
while, how then will the Court 
believe you to be with Child: Good 
lack, replied ſhe, is it ſuch a mat- 
ter to be with Child, becauſe I have 
not ſeen my Husband ? Theſe 
were her Replies; and in this man- 
ner ſhe anſwered all her Viſitants; 
and when fome, who were ap- 
pointed by the Court, came to 
her from the Bench, to know what 
great matter ſhe had upon her Con- 
ſcience to relate 3 ſhe could ſay 
nothing to them Hut trifled, —_— 
them the ftory how fhe preſerved 
the Captain at her going to Fa- 
maica, as you have already heard: 
And pretending that ſhe had other 
Treaſons, but all was but to trifle 
away the time, in hopes of a Re- 
prieve. There were ſeveral _— 
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with her of both Sexs 3 and among 
the reſt, I my ſelf went on the 
Saturday night, but then ſhe was 
in her malancholly mood. She 
was fending to the Mayſhalſeas for 
ſome things ſhe had left there 3 
and for want of which, ſhe had not 
been in a naked Bed thoſe two 
nights ſince ſhe had been in New- 
gate. She complained of ſome 
hard uſage, and that People 
were ſo numerous, and, trouble- 
ſome in their viſits, that they would 


not give her time to repent, but 


would have her to dye with all her 
fins : She then ſaid, that it was a 
great thing to dye, a harder mat- 
ter then ſhe had thought ic, There 
was two women with her, one of 
which was a witty baggage 3 for 
- ſhe made a Speech which tickled 
the ears of all that were preſent, 
talking of the frailneſs of humane 
nature, and that theſe crim:s which 
men would ſlip through and make 
nothing of, were accounted high- 
ly criminal with women; but be- 


fore 
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fore the Great Tribunal in heaven, 
men and women ſhould then have 
equal Juſtice z adding, that it was 
an unworthy action in men, to 
come only to behold that poor ſoul 


there as a wonder, when inde:d 


ſhe was more like a Looking-elaſs : 


* Yes indeed, replyed the Priſoner, 


I am very like a Looking-glaſs, 
wherein you may all ſee your own 
frailties : The other woman added 
more to her diſcourſe, that ſhe was 
a ſtranger, and had ſeen the Pri- 
ſoner but once before, and that it 


coſt her two Shillings her admit- 


tance. So after ſome little flay, 
ſhe took leave of the Priſoner and 
departed. I obſerved that there 
was two very near her, who ſpake 


is French to her; who I then be- 


lieved, and fince have had farther 
information, 'that they were Ro- 
man Catholicks ; they had ſeveral 
private Dialogues with the Pri- 


ſoner, and then alſo went away : 


When another friend in my Com-

forrowful , for (ſhe was heard to 
ſigh very often, and cry out, Oh

nary coming into the Cart to them,

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asked them all twice if they had any 
thing to ſay before they departed } 
this world? no anſwer being made 
he began his Prayers; which be- 
ing ended, another Perſon alſo de- 
fired to pray with them, this was 
granted, and when he had finiſhed 
his Prayer, Mary Carleton deſired the 
liberty to ſpeak to the People, 'and 
being permitted fo to do, ſhe thus 
began.
